was as then both famous and in itslaſtre ; this ſadden'change 
much aſtoniſhed him, principally when in this weariſom ſharp 
folirude his many buſineſſes which his long abſence had made 
very troubleſom, began now to be ſhut from all parts,” havi 
ſeen himſelf at Court much made of by his Maſter, cheri 

by the greateſt, honored vy his equals, obliging the meaneſt 
at his plcafure, in a place of great eſteem ; at a blow here in- 
vironed with the meaneſt of Nobility,which with the appear- 
ance to honour him come with to devour him. All chis 
diſpleaſcs him ſtrangely ; all his comfort inin his ſon, a com- 
pleat Gentleman, and of ſo good a faſhion, as that the moſt 
curious and ſumpruous King of the world had choſen him to 
be of his chamber: But as of one fide this fair preſence gave 


bim content, ſecing himſelf co live again in this young branchy 
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place af bis zoy,. in conſidering bow by bis own folly he had 
ruined; the fortune of this child, baving frozen him in bis 
flower and root; 4his put him in an extreme melancholy, that 
cannot: be exprefſed but by thoſe whale paſſions are only for 
the advancemeant.of their poſterity. But what, is there no 
remedy. jt is a bope of a berle broken, which there is no 
means 49{ct again. Now all bes thoughts arc to marry his ſon, 
yet thinks he is to0 young to put him to the yoke, and yer tos 
old eq he-reptehended; :he confidered it would be very necel- 
{ary to-haye a fair and good in law, which would be a 
great comfort to him in his age, caſing him of thoſe houſhold- 
cares and buſineſſes, which to a noble courage are far more 
troublefom then affairs of greater.import ; even as Flics are 
more tregbleſame then beaſts of greater ſtature which are 
more hurtfull, by reaſon of their continual importunity.

But this young Lord, which we will call Phbzl;ppin, withour 
much diſguiſing the name he zeceived ar his birth, very neer _ 
-atayar jaar bn > = Irv ofthe 
Queen of Candace, ing himfclf to games and paſtimes 
conformable to his humoun and his years, Ss little attention 
to thelc fatherly admonitione; for what can one ingrave upon 
a Mercary not fixt, or upon a running water whach is never 
ficm? - Hunting is the principal exerciſe of this Adons ; 'forto 
what cold this generous and noble ſpirit addi him(clt berrer, 
then to; this occupation which is in peace the lively image of 
war. T zmoleon gocs ſometimes, bur rarely, and fomerimes to 
thoſe which had more ftcengyb ; for the benefir, or if you will, 
the il] cfic& of years began now to make him unable for theſe 
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exerciſes; he loves his ſtableberter then the following hounds, 
'or the prey, then to hunt it : On the contrary, P 
delighreth rather in che purſuic,then to fee it in the diſh. The 
young Gentlemen thereabouts came often tothis young Lord, 
he is much made of , honoured and reſpeRed of all; as ir 
- is the cuſtom of Courtiers to adore rather the ſun ri ing then 
the going down. Whilſt the Father feaſts ic with the aged, 
Philippin {pits the woods in company of the _ like that 
young Aſcanio neer the Prince of the Poets of the Romans, full 
| of ſtrength and valour, he asks no more but even to enconnter 
ſome huge Bore or furious Wolf, or ſome old Stag, ro ſhew 
his ſtrengch by the greatneſs of his prize. But after ſo many 
preys, he becomes a prey ; after ſo many prizes he himſelf ts 
taken, and all his ſtrengeh thrown to the ground, not by pn 
teeth of a cruel Bore, nor bythe horns of a Stag, nor 
ravenous Wolf, but by the glance of an eye worſe then that of 
Baſilisk ; for this glance i is his death, and which is worſe, a 
miſerable death. 

There was in a fair valley very neer to Bellerive, 2 little 
houſe belonging to a Gentlerhan that was Tenant to Timoleon, 
the ſituarion of which ſhall be the occaſion to call it Vawpre,

another Amazon. Her' Father lik this humditt in| het was 
well pleaſed to ſee her ride a horſe vine; ro Gs 
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ring, and to vault, to fence, and handle a harquebazer, and 
5 do Me ws bis own help and induſtry. The mother - 
was not diſplealed, as judging there was no point of honour 
laſt, of which (he was very jealous. So now as things ſtrange 
and neware molt eſteemed, ſo theſe qualities extraordinary 
gave ſuch a fameto this maid, that all the vallics did reſound 
of nothing but her praiſes; and the eccho's gave an enyy 
to. the hearers, to ſee this wonder to all cthole that heard 
of her. 

There was no aſſembly of hunting where ſhe was not yet 
always accompanied with either hertather or brother : And as 
ſhe was alone in-her faſhions, fo ſhe ſhewed with ſo much the 
more advantage, and always accompanied with ſo mach mo- 
deſty, as ber preſence unaccuſtomed filled the hearts and eyes 
of the beholders with admiration and aſtoniſhment': For ſhe 
had been very well brought up, very ready in any thing ſhe 
undertook ; ſhe {pake with great diſcretion ; herattions were 
compoſed, and art pleaſure detained; andalthough ſhe gave 
ſammhat a lively natural liking to theſe exerciſes fo far from 
her condition, yet neverthelels it was with ſo much ſimplicity

of Fbdlippis; .the which more for curjaſity then for any. afte- 
GQioghe bad ever experimented, deſired tolce ber a borlyback, 
and made this & to hes father, whom he ſaw ofeen,! wha 
woald not deny.1o ſmallacourts eto his Lapdlords ſong and 
the whidh ſhould ang dey. be his chieh gzewel. There is amazed 
mads for huvtig the Stags Fyrrbeiand Herman: being: Tfbbella 
tothe-ſport; who. withoutapy othergefign thenchar which all 
thoſe. of ber:ſexe bave, to4ecm pleafivg to theeyes of-thole 
which\did with-curiafitycanſider ber,put herſelfin ſuch order, 
as her natural gfaces/not being {mall,! were much beightened 
with.arf', 'thet it was very <alic for her, to. draw upon her the 
eyes of all. that: qcroop;, -þ will-nog trouble my-felf withthe 
defeription of ker form,norat ber habe ; For althaugh hat pi- 
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' #eceive the beams of this new light, and hers a Glaſs cmbollcd 
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Qure of her faſhion might much ſer forth and beautikee this 
diſcourſe, being dreſſed ; yer nevertheleſs ro (hew the beauty 
of vercue and deformity of vice, rather then to preſent car- 
poral perfections, it ſhall ſuffice me to ſhew the caule by the 
cfte&, in laying that fire takes not hold ſo ſoon of the Noaprbs 
of Babylon, or of the herb called Aproxu, as this of Love ſciſcd 
on the heart of this young Philippia at the preſence of this 
obze&, which appeared to him the faireſt that ever he had 
ſeen: The fight of his perſon was fo raviſhed in this con« 
templation , carrying {uch a dimneſs into that of his under: 
ſtanding, that he loſt bath his liberty and the knowledge of 
binſelf; ſoas may be ſaid of him theſe words of an ancient

T bis greas blow ſtruck bim in fuck fort, as ;he remained pen- 
five and aſtoniſhed, all the cime of the hunting ; he did no 
thing but rub aver again his new wound, being more devoured 
in his thoughts then Aeon was with his hounds : His heart 
was of ſoft wax for the impreſſion of this ſeal; and thisexcel- 
lent form finding a (oul as innocent as the whiteſt paper, drew 
a line ſo ſtrong that death it ſelf defaced the-charafter, :1ſabtUd 
imploycd in the purſuit of the Stag, thought leaſt of this new 
prize,not clteeming him coming newly from a Court asfull of 
rare objecs as there, are ſtars in the skies ſhining in the nighe, 
would caſt his eyes ſo low as ov her ruſticity, vor being {o pre- 
ſ@wmptuous to raile hers {6 high as his with any deſign to make 
hias her captive, to. whom (he owed all ſort of obedierice. $d 
that the heart of Philippin, was a broken Looking-glaſs to 


which threw beams of deep impreſſion. Oh how bappy had 
ſhe been (till ro have done fo / an erernal blame not 
then have covered her memory. 

The iſſue of the bunting had ſuch ſucceſs as one would de- 
fire z and when Iſebells had given good reſtimony of hee skill 
m riding, and of her underſtanding in this exercife, PhHippint 
isreturncd to Belerine,carrying to his father the head of a great 
Seag, the which had given them great pain in the taking 3 nor 
without recounting the'wonders of thits Avrazom with terms of 


that adyantage, that it was cafily judged be had conſidered _ | 
wit 
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with very much attention; and yet he ſpake not the half of 
what he thought, and yet enough to make Timoleon defire to 
ſee this Damolel, that knew by kill ro manage a horſe with 
as much skill as any Gentleman in theſe quarters, There is a 
new aſſembly made for hunting, where T :moleon (ces and ad- 
mires her, wondring to {ee ſo much ſtrength and vigor in one 
of her ſexe, which ofaally have weaknels and debility for their 
part, & confideringthat all which is extraordinary hath a kind 
of excellence. I lay nothing of her beauty, becauſe neither 
underſtand truly ro conlider it,nor how to write of it; yet the 
ſay ſhe paſt all mediocrity, and being accompanicd with fo 
much grace and good faſhion, that the letring ſurpaſt the rich- 
neſs ofthe ſtone,and che faſhion ſurpaſt the ſtuff. So that Phi- 
lippin is not only rouched, but tranſported ; fot to him all 
was admirable in her. This is not ſure that huntſman which 
lately had nothing in_ his head but woods and hounds ; his 
imagination is ſo tranſported and fill'd with this new paſſion, 
that there is hardly left place in himſelf for himſelf; tor rea- 
ſon, that is quite baniſhed; rhis deity fills all his ſenſes; he is 
become fad and melancholy; and he that heretofore could 
not underſtand-other paſſion then an carncſt deſire to be 
riding,and running, is now become prave and reſerved, much 
betiicing his years; and loſing no occaſion of hunting where 
hethinks he may be ſo happy as ro meer her, who hath thus 
takenhimz on the contrary 'tis that which he ſeeks, and with 
ſo much curioſity, that he ſeems rather tro flic then go 3 more 
lover then hunter in place of her, whoſe thoughts are more'of 
her game then any way touched with love. Thus he ſees aften 
Iſabel, but ſpeaks of nothing leſs then of his paſſion,covering 
i with the excc\s of his gravity , as there appears not ſo much 


asa {park in appearance: 


Waſting the precious day and niehs, I move 
In vain thoſe motions of a ſruntleſe love. 


This Jo is kept by ewo Arguſes, which lave their eyes as ſharp

The paradiſes whoſe wretched pleaſure is 
Au bell of wertxe, or a black abyſc. 
Bue 
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Burwho can Carry firein his breaſt long, fays the wile man, 
withoat (hewiog fome flame, or at leaſt ſmoke? The conti» 
nual-praiſes of zbis Virgin, that like lively flames came-from 
the mouth ofthis young Lover fromthe furnace of his hearr, 
were teſtimonies enough to Timmolcon, whom years had taughc 
the exce(s,of this furious paſſion, and that the gentle faſhion 
and beauty of this Maid were lixed in the eyes ot his fon : For 
as Phyfitians will give ſtrong and great opinions of the indid- 
poſitions of men by the ſight of their congues,even ſo ous own 
{peech will betray our interior thoughts ro perſons of quick 
underſtanding 5 and who knows notthat thebirds, and other 
beaſts of the earth, by their continual crycs and ſtuttering 
make known to thoſe that underſtand them the heat which 
moves them when they are touched with the thing we call 
Love ? 

At the firſt the good man diſdained to givearemedy,cſteem- 
ing it was but a flame flying light, and might be extinguiſhed 
with the blaſt of hisxvord. But his wiſdom found himſelf de» 
cerved : for not having well practiſed this precepr, That in 
ills of this kind we muſt at the beginning give remedies, 
Antidotes late and our of ſeaſon being impropee to take away 
theſe inveterate impreſſions. The whilſt this hethe Bucter- flie 
burns inconfiderately the wings of his defire about this torch, 
which will be his end. Here is nothing but viſits to YVaupre, 
and matches for hunting ; which he cares not much for, bur 
as Dido loved it for to lee her Anear, without his Dias it is 
to no purpoſe : JWſabells is the ſtar that lighrens the darkeft ob- 
feurities of the woods, When they are returned, he cannot 
ſpeak without proteſting , that as ſhe is the honour of the For- 
reſts, ſo ſhe ts the fortune of their prize 3 he ſhould ſay bis miſ- 
fortune, as ſhe will be one day the diſhonoar of his houfe. So 
that even as that cunning Azze,fiſter to the Queen of Coartbogey 
found that Dido was touched with the perfeQions of her new 
gueſt whom the tempeſts had forced to land in ker ports, by 
the exceſſive praiſes which ſhe railcd of his merits, eſtcemirig 
him a man deſcended of the race of gods : even fo this young 
bird began to diſcover his norte without ſhadowing his 
to the publike knowledge of men, and boaſts of it. He'is or- 
dinarily at V aupre, drawn by the inviſible chains of his afte&i- 
ons ; and when he is at Bellerive, he is there in his thoughes : 
for why ? the ſoul is more in the obzeR heloved then in _— 
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body that keeps it. But becauſe he cannot accoſt this beauty 
without being acquainted with her mother Valentine, and ber 
father and brother, he ſo ſubriliſes þis paſſion , which 4s/ the 
mother of inventions, to win theſe three's affeftions, which 
are very proud of theſe viſits ; and when they perceived what 
be ſought, they eſteemed themſelves as much honoured,as the 
Match would be advantagious for them. Already Pyrrbe , 
and Valentine feed themſelves with ſmoak of this great alli- 
ance ; and Iſabells, which was not made of braſs, ſecing her 
{clf fo religiouſly {erved and honoured by this young Lord, 
forelaw things to her higheſt hopes, ler herſclt be carried away 
with a reciprocal liking ; in the which neither the one nor the 
other could have any blame;for almoſt cheir affeions had one 
end by that great Sacrament which our Lord Jeſus Chriſt in- 
ſtituted in his Church. 

It is neither my humour nor my defign to {et down here 
what paſt in their woitg : For beſides that I muſt either fain 
or divine ; and although I ſhould know the truth, I eſteem ic 
not fit with luck ſmall entertainments to ſtay my any lon- 
ger, pretending rather to write of tragick a&ions ; of affe&- 
ed ſpeeches. Well, our Philippin is very welcome, well re- 
ceived according to his merit, and the quality of his perſon 
obliged his vaſſals of which he deſired alliance ; all were con- 
tent, as they ſay, withouttheir Hoſt. For Timoleon perceiving 
clearly at length, that this affeftion took too great root in the 
heart of his ſon; having once ſhewed and admoniſhed him 
that he ſhould do better to keep company with his equals, and 
not to be continually with his inferiors; and that his too 
much frequenting of Yaupre going and coming, were not 
pleaſing to him. This was rather to augment his paſſion, then 
any way to diſſwade him from it : For in place of facility, 
the difficulty made him more deſirous and eager in this pur- 
ſait. Evenasthe fice in the forge is made more violent rather 
then quenched by the often ſprinkling of water ; ſo this Father 
of his being terrible ſevere, the leaſt word of his being like a 
flaſh of ligbtning which made his ſon tremble, he is become 
now more reſerved in his viſits. Burt as fire ſhut up in a furnace 
is much more hot then when it is free and in the air, ſoit is in 
the heart of this young Philippin. Letters, which make ab- 
ſence preſent, arc not ſpared ; Iſabella having permilsion of 
her friends co entertain this match,is no nigard of her anſwers, 
And 
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Andeven avi n thoſe Nations bordering upon F rance, where 
the women are kept in'a continual priſon, and in fo laviſh 
a ſervicude as is impoſſible to be conceived, the leaſt a&ion 
ferves for a grant to thoſe that ſeek them x it was {o here; 
for at theſe follen viſits, by a thouſand arts which affeQion 
teaches, the proteſtations of fidelity were (o ſtrong and vehe- 
men which Philippin made , vowing and proteſting that he 
could never be any a but ſabe ahellss : * + This maid affured 
for her part to- this Lord ,. that would never receive other 
affeQion but his.

- But the wiſe Scewole, who hath all prudence and right in

validly toniratied; and alſo the little Dolimene, with that (he 
went with, legitimate heirs of the one and the other. By.theſe 
ſentences irrevocable, by theſe decrees of heaven hr carth, 
Herman remains confuſed in this purſuit ; Philippin deceived 
of his unjuſt ſions; Iſabel mocked and become the fa- 
ble of all che » Pyrrbe ſeeing that by this lightneſs of 
his daughter, his houſe heretofore, alchough not rich in goods 
of fortune, yerrich in pride, was now all covered with ſhame 
and ignominy,nor being able to contain his choler by his pati- 
ence, reſolves to take out this ſhamefull ſpot which diſhonours 
him , in the blood of che Complices 3 and calls P in 
the ſecond time to fight,but fees himſelf diſdained as his va 
and his quality of Gentleman rezeQed with 'an affront alts- 
gether inſupportable to a great heart as his was. The affronted 
Iſatel made hard by impenitence, defends her fault, 'and re- 
joyces in her evil, 1mputing the cauſe of the loſs of her cauſe 
not to the wuſtice of Eliſe, but to the favour and authority of 
Scevole: She makes herſclf be called by the title of the houſe 
of Pbilippin, who commands his ſubjze&s to eſteem and honour 
her as his wife, Thus is verified the word of Truth ir felf, that 
the improus biltg arrived ar the depth of his malice, diſdzirty: 
both hortonr Wl laws. Pyrrbe outraged cruclly for the diſdain 
of Philippin, and for the infolence of his daughter, and 
and mockery of all their neighbours, not being able to dig

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21] cheſc indigniries, fall» into a terrible rage; and determines 
rather to joſe his life,cthen to draw it our with ſhame and igno- 
miny. Philippis ſtands upon his guardsz and much 
aſſiſted according to his eminent quality, laughs at poor 
Gentlemen, who do nothing bur neer about his houfe 
to do him ſome miſchief; as a great maſtiff diſdains the bark- 
ing of little dogs about him. But being adviſed by ſome of 
his friends to beware of a ſurpriſe, or of ſome treaſon, that be- 
ing maſter of the lite of the greateſt Monarch in the world, 
who will diſdain his own ; not willing to live any longer a- 
mongſt theſe thorns and agonies, reſolves to change the air,and 
to carry Iſabel to Gold-monnt. It isa ſure bold, a ſeat far off; 
he thinks to ſpend bis dayes with more tranquillity. But as 
thoſe that are fick at fea, it availsthem little to go from one 
ſhip to another ; or he thar hath che feaver in his veins, changes 
beds to no purpole ; even (o an ill conſcience carries always 
terror about him, fear and defiance follows him like the ſhadow 
the body.

becaulc prevenred of their hopes and precenſions. Certainly 
God would have itfo, and reſcrve Ehſe for misforremes more 
cruel, to make his glory ſhine on the depth of an'apparent ig- 
nominie. 

Bur the rage of Philippia reſts not there : For being prefled 
by Pyrrbe to keep his word with him, having removed his 
Appeal co Kame to make that ſentence void which had con- 
firmed his marriage with Eliſe 3 be imploies his utrermoſt 
means to remove all lers and hindrances ro prove it of no ef- 
fe&, not forgetting any diligence or carneſineſs in the pur- 
ſuir thereof. Bur if he were a violent undertaker, he hath to 
do with a berrer defendant : For Scevete being upheld by 
the moſt table right in the world, knew better how to 
handle theſe Proceſs-weapons then himſelf. This hinders nor 
nevertheleſs but this labyrinth of conteſtarions ingenders a 
marvellous long proceeding, during which years flide away- 
Philippin is always in pofieſſion of Iſabel, by whom he had 
ſome children, which were brought up as legirimate. The 
whilſt he is loſt in his debauches, and by theſe il] proceedings 
offends again with new outrages the- goodneſs of the chaſte 
Eliſe ; which cruel perſecution carries bim to an ation more 
inconfiderate then malicious, and which will coſt him his 
life. 

You muſt underſtand, that Eliſe being a Maid had been 
ſought in marriage by a Gentleman well qualified, and of a 
reaſonable good eftare ; whom we will call Androxzico, for 
ſome reaſons which make this name proper to him, of which 
this is the principal, that among his qualities be had one which 
drew his title from the Apoſtle who was brother to $. Peter ; 
with chis being very valiant, having bad many encounters in 
which he was ſtill victorious ; this name merhinks agrees well, 
to make all theſe things darkly anderſtood. This young An- 
dronico, after a long purſuir, becauſe of a ſecrer diſlike Scewole 
had of men of the : word, not willing to give his daughter but 
to a ſon of his own gown, as he had done before his eldeſt ;

But as a 
man ſleeping is not dead, nor a fire out that is covered with 
aſhes ;z even fo this love rejoiced to awake and lighten in theſe 
young hearts, which a holy amitic had heretofore tied in a 
mutual bond. Eliſe being thus ſeparated from Phalippin (as 
you have ſeen ) and returned to her parents; Andronico, who 
was ordinarily in the town, expeCing ſome good match, ſees 
hcr at her fathers, where his own worth gave him free acce(s; 
at which ſight he feels ſome ſparks of his firſt ame. Ar firſt 
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it was without deſign, and rather for a kind of civility then 


otherwiſe ; yet he after continues his viſics by inclination and 
pleaſure that he takes in the converſation of this creature ; of 
whoſe pittiful misfortunes he conceives as much compaſlion, 
as he had heretofore been paſſionate for ber. And becaulc love 
enters not into the foul by any gate fo wide as that ofcondo- 
lence, the extreme misfortunes of poor Eliſe made an ample 
breach in the bearr of this young Gentleman, who doubtleſs 
loved her truly, yet with all the bonour and reſpe& chat mighe 
be delired of a man which made profeſſion of vertue. Bur this 
entertainment went fo far, that Eliſe lets herſelt be carried to 
yield to the entertainments of Andronico, being alſo much 
pleaſed in his converſation, which was full of diſcretion and 
modeſty, example of bis ends and pretenſions, that renders 
rather mercenarie then true theſe worldly friendſhips. They 
lived like brother and fiſter, enjoying a pure and perfe& uni- 
on. And as there is nothing fo precious in a great affliction, 
as to fand a confident friend, in whoſe breaſt one may impoſe 
their griefs, and which partakes of our ills by an unfained cha- 
ritic; Eliſe eſtcems it happinel(s to have met with Andr#- 
nice, to whom ſhe communicates her griets with a holy and 
innocent confidence ; and he on the other fide took ſuch part, 
that _ receivesa marvellous conſolation ; for by his words 
and realons he tempred the ſharp points which augmented the 
ſmart of this diſaſter, withal having a certain grace in his ſpeech 
that made his counſtls and confolations very com 

If Eliſe complain of the rigorous ulage of Philippin,his fierce- 
nel3 and cruelty ; Azdronics blames this fierce cruclty, and 
judges him unworthy to enjoy fo great a $'as hers ;

Antronico frequents, as well as he; theſe corhpanies; wel- 
comed whereſoever, tor being fall 'of- wortliy pars that made 
him commendable ; which he accompanied with as'mucts 
wiſdonr ard ſtaidnel(s,' as Philippin (hewed lighrneſs2 ' He 
hears ſometimes recited the indifcteer diſcourſe of this Lord, 
who{pake withour puniſhmenit what he pleaſed: *Andbeing 
pricked in therendreft part of hisaffeivn, knowing the ver- 
tuey of Eliſe,-could nor ſuffer they ſhould be fo cruelly defa- 
med by the rongae of Philippin. But as then fearing to dif-

The whilſt Philippis, beſides 
the ſight to ſec him(elf braved by a man he thought natwors 
thy to be his ſervant, redoubling Bis injuries not only againſt 
OE and Eliſe , bur alſo vs Andronico ; obliges bis 
patience to return ſharp replies Phil uires from 
whence this humour of Andronics's wy tofuſtain 
ſo ardently the cauſe of Eliſe : And having learned his ordi» 
nary frequenting the houſe of Scewole, with ſome addition by 
the calumnious reporter, as it is ordin ſomething 
to flatter his paſſion ; we need not ask if he added to the letter, 
As thoſe which are ill, cbink all are like themſelves, he accuſes 
her of diſhonour, who was as innocent ashe guilty ; z callin 
ordinarily Andronico, in mockery, the Squire of Eliſe ny 
inapparence ſimple, but furred with black Hg _ to be 
underſtood 35 ſharp as it appeared lubrile, 

T he courteous Andronico turning to laughter theſe mockes 
ries, {aid, bis madneſs made him ſpit at heaven, and his own 
flch returtied on his head. Which was erue: for it Eljſe bad 
been ſuch as Philippin bad deſcribed ber,and his marriage with 
ber not yer declared null ; . who fees notthat that which be 
faid to diſhonour her, rerxirned mfamy on himſelf ?] But in 
that he ſhot bis arrow at a rock, which returns to hurt him that 
ſhat it. And Andronico, to hhew he wanted not wit nor ſpiric 
to defend himiclt with a tongue, more then the ather that af» 
failed him ; wauld ſay, that if he had livedin the rime of the 
ancient Palatines, ' which made profeſſion to revenge tho 
wrongs done by the ſtrongeſt tothe weakeſt, asallo to defend 
the attlicted 1 Rn >. principally to vindicate the honour 
of Ladies, he would eafily have been. drawn to the. field as 
Eliſe's Knight, to make ra a victory the juſtice of this 
Lady, ſo unjuſtly accuſed and unworthily uſed by her barba» 
rous husband;:
